MELDRIM — The number of 
dead rose to 19 Monday in the 
train wreck-butane blast which 
swept over a picnic ground on the 
Ogeechee River two miles west 
of here Sunday. 


Twelve were listed as injured. 
Civil Defense teams Monday were 
searching the river banks down- 
stream from the seared picnic 
area and CD and Red Cross teams 
were conducting some diving op- 
erations in deep water. However, 
they had virtually given up the 
idea of dragging the swift and 
snag-infested river. 


TOO MANY SNAGS 


“Our drags catch so much on 
snags that we can't make any 
progress,”’ Alvin T. Linton, rescue 
chief for the Chatham-Savannah 
Civil Defense Council, said. ‘“‘We 
have stretched nets across the 
river at five miles and eight miles 
downstream from the trestle and 
we are searching all tangles of 
snags in the river.”

“T don’t know what’s going to 
happen when you get jurors like 
that,’’ declared Andrews, who was 
presiding judge in the trial that 
ended last Thursday in acquittal 
‘for ex-police officer B. E. Barnes. 


The Barnes trial jury was scored 
by Judge Andrews in open court 
Monday as he placed on the dead- 
docket, with the agreement of the 
solicitor’s office, untried burglary 
charges against ex-policemen C. 
A. Suttles and W. T. Hollings- 
worth. 


The fourth former policeman 
named in the burglary indict- 
ments—T. E. Oakes, who was con-

Under the Federal 
Communications Act, broadcast 
stations must give equal time to 
rival candidates for the same of- 
fice. And the same law bars 
censorship of such broadcasts. 


2. Struck down 9-0 a New York 
ban on the movie “‘Lady Chatter- 
ley’s Lover.” In the process, the 
court knocked out as invalid the 
section of the New York education 
law under which the film version 
of D. H. Lawrence’s novel about 
the love affair between a noble 
lady and her gamekeeper was 
banned as immoral. 


3. Extended to lower echelon 
federal officials the same absolute 
immunity from libel suits which 
long has been given the President 
and Cabinet members while com- 
menting on matters under their 
jurisdiction. The vote was 5-4.

Soviet Deputy Opens Exhibit, 
Insists Reds Seek Only Peace

NEW YORK—First Deputy Pre- 
mier Frol R. Kozlov opened a 
brilliant Soviet exhibition at the 
Coliseum Monday night. He said 
it showed the Soviet Union so 
focusing on peaceful develop- 
ment that it “cannot harbor any 
evil intentions in regard to other 
nations.” 


In addition he read—and sol- 
emnly applauded by handclaps— 
a message from Premier Khrush- 
chev. The latter urged: ‘May 
competition in producing means 
of destruction be replaced by 
competition in producing mate- 
rial benefits and accumulating 
spiritual values.” 


Earlier President Eisenhower 
had flown here for more than an 
hour’s preview of the exhibition, 
clinking champagne glasses with 
Kozlov and wishing success to 
the show. 


At one point the President ob- 
served, while looking over an ex- 
hibit on peaceful uses for atomic 
energy, ““That’s what I’ve been 
preaching for six years.”

Several hundred newspapermen, 
photographers, radio, television 
and newsreel people, theoretically 
assigned to cover, found their 
numbers swelled by exhibition 
workers and others with a du- 
bious right to take part in the 
tour. 


A small army of civil service 
men and New York City police, 
augmented by uniformed private 
detectives moved, arms locked, 
in a cordon to restrain the press. 
In the process a number of re- 
porters were roughed up as they 
tried to catch the President's 
comments as he walked among 
the exhibits. 


Mistaken for a newsman, the 
President’s son, Maj. John Eisen- 
hower, was hauled from an eleva- 
tor when one zealous policeman 
thought it was overloaded. 

At one point, Kozlov, turning to 
the President, said in obvious 
jest: 


“‘We won't resort to tear gas 
or clubs.” 


“That might take time,”’ inter- 
jected Menshikov. 


“I've been pushed around for 
six years—I’m used to it,” the 
President said at another point. 


Vice President Nixon represent- 
ed the United States at the official 
opening ceremonies, attended by 
1,500 invited ghests. Neither Nixon 
nor Kozlov “glossed over the dif- 
ferences between the two coun- 
tries, but both avowed a quest for 


Nixon sald there had been a 
“disappointing lack of progress’ 
at the recent foreign ministers 
conference in Geneva. He said 
there were ‘“‘basic conflicts of in- 
terest and deeply clashing ideolo- 
gies,”’ and warned that “no magic 
formula” or dramatic summit con- 
ference could quickly end world 
tensions. 


Nixon welcomed peaceful com- 
petition. But he said it should be 


extended to “‘spiritual values’”’ as 
well as material achievements— | 


a thought that Khrushchev’s mes- 
sage read by Kozlov later pro- 
ceeded to duplicate.

Encouraging News 


Gov. Vandiver’s address yesterday at 
Macon provided further reassurances 
that Georgia can finance expanded pro- 
grams in essential services during the 
next fiscal year under present tax struc- 
tures. 


In fact, by trimming the fat from 
many departments and increasing op- 
erating efficiency of them all, taxpay- 
ers should realize considerably more in 
value received from their contributions. 


After deep cuts in such operations 
as the State Revenue Department—whose. 
budget has been trimmed by $732,000— 
the administration has arrived at an op- 
erating budget of $348,102,079. This ex- 
ceeds last year’s by about 8 million 
dollars and is the largest in history. The 
governor says essential needs will be 
met “comfortably within the framework 
of present revenue.” 

Those grown accustomed to seeing 
taxpayers’ funds expended at the con- 
venience of politicians instead of in the 
interest of all the people will applaud 
the governor’s continued efforts to 
achieve economy and greater efficiency 
in state government. 

Admittedly this is a tight budget. It 
does provide, however, financing of the 
Minimum Foundation Program for Edu- 
cation with an additional allotment of 
eight million dollars for common schools, 
additional funds for the University Sys- 
tem and $1,725,000 to place the teacher 
retirement system on a sound basis. Total 
school appropriations will add up to 
$187,000,000—53 per cent of the total. 

There will be additional funds of 
eight million dollars for the highway de- 
partment and another million dollars for 
specific programs in improving mental 
health. Other specific activities in other 
departments will receive additional funds. 

All Georgians, of course, continue to 
be pleased at the rapid progress being 
made toward greater fiscal responsibility 
in state government. They are pleased, 
too, with pledges that it will continue. 
Reorganization for economy and effi- 
ciency is not yet over and should yield 
further dividends for the fields in which 
added funds are needed. 

The governor’s accounting of improved 
methods in state purchasing is satisfying 
and exciting. Comparisons between prices 
formerly paid and those of the current 
year “will make your hair curl,” indeed. 
Savings on major purchases range as 
high as one-third as a result of com- 
petitive bidding and more careful buying. 

Contrary to popular belief that econ- 
omies in some areas cannot be effected, 
the governor says he found it possible to 
“economize in practically all of them” 
without cutting down on efficiency or 
curtailing services. — 

Georgians want essential services op- 
erated at adequate levels. But there are 
few of them who are not wholeheartedly 
in accord with continued and determined 
efforts to cut out the criminal waste 
which previously existed.

Georgia Experiences 
Weekend of Tragedy 


Georgia was hard hit by tragedy this 
past weekend. 

The weather was hot and sunshiny. 
People were out in droves, some vaca- 
tioning and others out for a few hours 
relaxation in an effort to beat the heat. 

The highways and lakes claimed a 
heavy toll as they so frequently do when 
the weather is conducive to outings. 
There are many summery weekends 
ahead and only by the exercise of in- 
dividual caution and the utilization of 
every safeguard can the likelihood of 
an increasingly sharp upturn in road ac- 
cidents and drownings be lessened. 

The most shocking single tragedy, of 
course, was the massive loss of lives and 
the many injuries resulting from the ex- 
plosion of two tank cars of butane gas 
at a railroad trestle on the Ogeechee 
River near the Meldrim community of 
Effingham County. , 

The fiery deaths of innocent bystand- 
ers—swimmers, picnickers, fishermen— 
was a disaster of terrific proportions. 

Georgia will long remember the hor- 
rible weekerid of June 28.

Radioactivity Causes 


Increasing Concern 


While the East-West conference on 
nuclear weapons tests rocks along month 
after month, the public is becoming in- 
creasingly concerned about the rise in 
radioactivity. 

The latest example is in Florida where 
health officials are keeping a close check 
upon some lakes near Lake City. Authori- 
ties said no lake in the area has yet 
reached the point where it would be dan- 
gerous to drink the water, but several 
were reported to have been near the ra- 
dioactive danger limit from time to time. 

There also is considerable worry 
across the nation about an increase in ra- 
dioactive iodine, its tendency to concen- 
trate in fresh cow’s milk and its effect 
upon the thyroid glands of milk drink- 
ers, especially children. 

The amount of deadly, radioactive 
strontium-90 in milk has risen here and 
in several other cities. The U.S. Public 
Health Service, along with other authori- 
ties, has said that the strontium in milk is 
still far below the safe level. 

Judging from the statements of such 
experts, there is no cause for panic. But 
the public understandably is concerned. 

There will be increasing pressure for 
a settlement of the lengthy East-West 
talks on banning nuclear tests. Some prog- 
ress has been made in that direction but 
the Soviets continue to shove aside efforts 
at effective international control in fa- 
vor of self-control and to insist on ‘veto 
rights as to inspections.

Medical Research Lag 
Is Costly to Nation 


While some proposed expenditures 
over and above the President’s budget 
requests -in Congress are questionable 
and would add to inflationary pressures, 
the measure to allocate 480 million 
dollars to the medical research program 
of the National Institute of Health in 
the long run could have the opposite 
effect. 

This was pointed out quite graph- 
ically in speeches in the Senate last week 
by Sen. Lister Hill of Alabama and Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas. Equally im- 
pressive are facts and figures compiled 
by the National Health Education Com- 
mittee, a group dedicated to promoting 
better health for all the country’s popu- 
lation. 

Sen. Hill, pointing out that the na- 
tion steadily is losing ground to cancer, 
heart disease and other killers, called for 
an all-out war offensive against them. 

“Since 1944,” declared Sen. Hill, 
**1.800,000 lives have been saved due to 
medical research. These people saved 
from death between 1944 and 1958 


earned approximately $3,600,000,000 in. 


income,sin 1958 alone. . . . These people 
paid to the federal government in in- 
come, estate, gift and excise taxes about 
$623,000,000 in 1958.” , 

This is likened to a 300 per cent re- 
turn on our investment in medical re- 
search.

Atlanta — Our government now 
is partaking of the bitter fruits 
of its diplomatic blunders. and 
lost opportunities.

stands for. This is a tragic situation, for Christianity expects everyone 
to be a witness to his faith. This spiritual illiteracy is a barrier which 
hampers the forward movement of evangelism and missionary en- 


deavor. 

To expect the pastor to under- 
stand the faith and to be in- 
capable of interpreting it your- 
self means that only one voice 
speaks with a measure of au- 
thority when actually every voice 
should speak with confident as- 
surance. 

How can we understand better 
the important convictions of the 
church? First, we should spend 
more time reading from the one 
inexhaustible source of inspira- 
tion and information, the Bible. 
We should read the Bible with 
discernment and with understand- 
ing. We do the Bible and our 
spiritual lives an injustice if we 
read only in a hit-or-miss fashion. 

By reading carefully and fre- 
quently from the Bible we shall 
begin to sense the. power that 
has given the church both stam- 
ina and steadfastness. No one 
knows the Bible well enough and 
many Christians have only a 
casual understanding of the 
Bible’s resources. 

Secondly, we may better come 
to grips with the beliefs that 
have been important in the his- 
tory and life of the church if we 
frequently turn to books about 
Christianity. I am thinking of 
the various commentaries, treat-

ises and expositions which are 
worthy guides to the understand- 
ing both of the Bible and of the 
church. 

There is a wide range of spirit- 
ual literature. Some books are 
weighty and ponderous. These 
should be studied by the most 
adventurous seekers after under- 
standing. But there are also 
books which are designed for 
laymen and offer the ponderous 
truths in remarkably clear and 
forceful language. Many churches 
have libraries in which these 
books may be secured and, of 
course, the public libraries seem- 
ingly have endless numbers of 
books. 

Thirdly, the substance of be 
lief may be increased by the 
deepening of our prayer and de- 
votional practices. Beliefs are 
not something .about whieh we 
should argue. They are ideas 
by which we should live. 

Finally, we best understand the 
convictions our churches profess 
when we tell them to others. It 
is an old truth that we learn as 
we try to teach. When we speak 
to others of our beliefs, we think 
through the meanings of belief. 
As we make our convictions clear 
for another, we also clarify our 
own thinking.

said. 


“Oh, that will be fun. Are you 
driving?” 


You see 
there are just 431 girls going,” 
she replied in calm tones. 


After the first shock, Mrs. 
Constable gave the real story. 

She is the official chaperone 
for the Girl Scouts from Geor- 
gia, Florida, North and South 
Carolina.

He Wants to Rescue Man 
From Sea of Conformity 


A tall (six feet-plus) slim, sunburned young 
man named George B. Leonard Jr. may some 
day be remembered by Americans as the man 


who launched the come-back-little-individual 
movement. 


George,.a former Atlantan who now serves as 
the San Francisco editor of Look, is the man, 
you may recall, who created one of the most 
poignant heroes of modern letters—Gary Gray, 
the junior executive who awakened one dark 
winter morning and realized he had forgotten 
how to say the word “I.” 


You remember Gary. He was happily mar- 
ried, financially secure, comfortably housed with 
two children and a new station wagon. And with 
his Rorschach-tested, psychologist-probed per- 
sonality he lived a flawlessly organized, super- 
vised, group-oriented, adjusted life. 


George wrote of Gary, first in a series which 
was published in Look the winter of 1958 and 
later in a book called “Decline of the American 
Male.” And everybody who read of him must 
have felt a horrifying kinship or a slow, per- 
vading sense of alarm for he very nearly set off 
a national anticonformity crusade. 


All around the land people are writing of the 
dangers of r Gaty’s unhappy theme song, 
“The Group is Right” and George, to his 


surprise and no little gratification, has emerged 
as a sort of prophet on the side of the poor sur- 
rounded sucker, the individual. He is asked 
with increasing frequency to address clubs on 
the dangers of “man as the individual sub- 
merged in man as a group.” - 


I imagine his club address Is pretty impressive 
because his person-to-person message on the 
subject, delivered with passionate conviction and 
lovely humor, is so good. I went out to talk to 
George at the home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 


George B. Leonard of 185 Bolling Rd., NE, where 
he and his wife, the former Lillie Pitts, a San 
Francisco newspaper woman, are visiting. (This 
before they go to New York where George's 
first novel, “Shoulder the Sky,” will be published 
by McDowell-Oblensky in August.) 


We spoke of Gary Gray and conformity, which 
is to George an unsatisfactory word, come to be 
associated with what people wear and eat. 
He doesn’t give a hoot about such externals but 
is terribly concerned that the deeper conformity, 
group pressure on the individual, is a destroyer 
of everything creative. He thinks it’s both im- 
moral and unpatriotic and he has some definite 
ideas of what people can do to combat it. 


“I make two recommendations,” the 35-year- 
old author-editor said. “‘The first is that a group 
of young men—it only takes a few—refuse to 
submit to those tests which most big businesses 
and even some colleges are giving these days. 
These intelligence and personality tests probe 
into people like beetles. They investigate things 
that are none of their damned business in order 
to classify men like cattle.” 


People should refuse to take those tesis, 
George feels, and they should refuse to give aid 
and comfort to that “faceless, nameless’’ threat 
to their neighbor’s well-being, the question-ask- 
ing investigator for security and credit rating. 
The danger here, says young Mr. Leonard, is 
that the person who fails to get the proper secn- 
rity or credit clearance has no recourse—‘‘He 
can’t face his accusers in this faceless, nameless 
tyranny.” 


Because so many of the group pressures are 
beneficient they are all the more dangerous, 
George pointed out, and he would not have us for- 
get that fresh ideas, dissatisfaction with the status 
quo, are imperatively needed or “‘we'll have had 
it as a nation.”

How Much Should 
Doctor Tell Us? 


One of the most difficult prob- 
lems for a doctor is to decide 
what and how much to tell a pa- 
tient about his illness. We have 
moved into an era when much of 
the mystery which surrounded 
medicine has been cleared. away. 
People ‘want to know more and 
more about what makes them tick 
and what makes them stop ticking 
normally. 


It takes time for the busy doc- 
tor to put into language that the 
patient can understand the nature 
and the uncertainties of his ill- 
ness. It is also surprising how 
‘little even the most intelligent 
layman knows about his body. 
People most often take their 
health for granted and without 
much curiosity until something 
hits them which makes them won- 
der. 


Making it clear why surgical 
treatment must be done is per- 
haps the most commonly needed 
explanation, but often then, too 
‘the patient pays little heed to the 
reason given for such a step. He 
is just interested in the fact that 
it must be done.

Those who sought to_gain an ad- 
ditional 10 points by playing at 
no trump met with disappoint- 
ment when the spade finesse 
failed and 11 tricks proved to be 
the limit of the hand. 


At six hearts the hand could 
not be lost, for in addition to 11 
top tricks, declarer could make a 
ruffing trick in either hand. 


One declarer reached a grand 
slam and, unwilling to rely on 
the 50-50 chance of the spade 
finesse, worked out a dummy re-| 
versal play which gave him a 
somewhat better chance. 


Winning the opening spade lead 
in dummy with the ace, he 
cashed the ace and king of hearts 
to test the trump break. He then 
played the ace and king of clubs 
and had to take the risk that a 
low club ruffed with South's 
three of hearts would stand up. 
When this trick lived, declarer 
was in the home stretch. He 
reached dummy with the queen 
of diamonds and ruffed the re 
maining club with the queen ol 
hearts. He returned to dummy 
with the king of diamonds and 
cashed the high heart to draw 
West’s last trump. North’s queen 
of spades was then discarded on 
South’s fourth diamond.

the problem often arises as to 
how much he should be told and 
when. This problem is often com- 
plicated by the assertion of the 
patient, either before an operation 
or when he recognizes that he is 
very ill, that he must know the 
whole truth. 


Often parents and businessmen 
have to make certain arrange- 
ments for their families, partners, 
or employes, arrangements which 
will keep other minds at ease dur- 
ing a critical time in their sick- 
ness. They often must know ex- 
actly what the doctor thinks may 
be the outcome, even though it is 
likely to be fatal. 


Usually there is someone in the 
patient’s family who can advise 
the doctor whether the whole truth 
should be told, withheld complete- 
ly, or partially told. The fortitude 
and the circumstances of the pa- 
tient can often be evaluated by 


under his care for some time. 


Subterfuge is not often neces- 
sary,-but it is a must for certain 


that the outlook is grim would de- 
stroy morale. They will make a 
more courageous fight to recover 
if the sentence is withheld or soft- 
ened. Then, too, doctors often 
cannot be certain of the outlook 
because mitigating factors are not 
easily appraised. Hope can, with 
truth, be kept alive in many in- 
stances and once the utter hope- 
lessness of a case is mentioned, it 
is difficult to erase the effect. So 
you see, it is a complicated and a 
very distressing decision that has 
to be made.

Last weekend at scenic, picturesque and just plain 
beautiful Ida Cason Gardens, Bo Callaway staged the 
first Invitationa! Ski tournament, a unique event fea- 
turing the masters of this colorful sport. 


The finest skiers in the land were invited and accepted. They 
came from Florida, Califernia, Texas, New York; in fact, every 
state with a competitive club was represented. 


It was only natural that a tourna- 
ment of champions should supply new 
. Statistics for the American Water Ski 
; Assn. récords. Barbara Cooper, a pert 
16-year-old blonde from Lakeland, Fla., 
' and Mike Osborn, a 19-year-old Citadel 
scholar, stole the spectat ight 
in the water spectacular. 


When the points/had been tabu- 
lated in various gvents, champions 
Nancie Rideout agd Jce Cash were 
still the over-al/ champions. But the 
> jumping events &ttract more attention 
* from casual observers than slalom and 
all the tricks in the bag. 


In the jumps, Miss Cooper and Os- 
born floated through the air for greater 
distance with more ease than anyone 
else. 


Miss Rideout was as staunch a 
favorite in the jumps as Floyd Pat- 
terson was in the fight, but Miss Cooper was the astonishing 
winner. She jumped 91 feet in the girls’ division, the longest leap 
ever made by a female in a competitive ski event. 
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Barbara made her record-shattering jump on Rideout model skis, 
but Nancie didn’t serve as her instructor. 


“T picked up some pointers by watching Nancie,”’ the excited 
Barbara said after she got down out of the clouds, ‘“‘but she didn’t 
teach me how to ski. I kinda learned by myself.” 


—Student Osborn Beats Professor Cash 


In the men’s bracket the pupil thrashed the teacher. Burr- 
headed, beaming Mike Osborn skied 136 feet on the skis to tie 
Cash's world record established at the same site last year in the 
Nationals. 


It was a timely triumph for Osborp, who is skiing his way 
through college. And the success agairist Cash, the recognized 
champion of the jumps, will promote larger appearance fees for 
Mike this summer. 


‘ “IT finally beat him,’’ Osborn said, as Cash congratulated 
his prize pupil. “I used to beat Joe a long time ago when he 
was starting out in the men’s division and I was a junior. But I 
couldn't come close to him after that.” 


Osborn, a native of Winter Haven, literally grew up on skis at 
Cypress Gardens, where he is a performer in Dick Pope’s water 
carnival. 

‘| kinda surprised myself here,”’ Osborn said, holding his bruised 
side. “I got hurt practicing for the tournament, and I’ve only had 
a week of serious practice since last December. 


‘Why? Well, I'm a ciyil engineering student at The Citadel, and 
last Christmas was only chance I had to ski.” 


Osborn is a well mugetet165-pounder who looks as though he'd 
be the type of halfback The Citadel needs. 


“No, sir, I never played football. Not even in high school. My 
folks were afraid I'd get hurt.” 


That was indeed a surprising answer from a young man who 
travels behind a boat at 35 miles per hour and jumps off six-foot ski 
ramps at a much higher speed. 


“Yes, I get hurt jumping,”’ Osborn explained. “I told you 
I got hg@ft last week. And I think you saw me here last year.” 
Osborn was referring to his crash in the Nationals when, after 
a jump of more than 130 feet, he lost control and seemingly 
splashed in all directions. 


‘That was a rough fall,”’ he said. ‘‘My dad was taking a picture 
of me at the time, and he dropped his camera right in the water. 
Today's jump was the best I ever made in competition. 


“I got a first place, did you hear about it, Joe?”’ Osborn”was 
kidding Cash, who had definitely heard about it. Cash, who had 
measured 129 on his best effort, grinned and said, “I’m going home 
and start practicing.”

Osborn, one of the few skiers who can ski bare-footed, gives 
the appearance of being a devil-may-care youngster who'd jump 
into a brick wall. 


“IT get butferflies every time I go out there,” he said. ‘‘I don’t 
cut as sharp as I used to. . . you know like Roger Ray.”’ 


No one cuts like Roger Ray, who waits until the last possible 
moment to whip across the ramp. 


“Why don’t I cut like Ray?’’ Cash repeated a question. ‘I 
got a wife and two kids, that’s why.” 


Ray, also a member of the Cypress Garden cast, won't be 
making his reckless charge much longer. He’s retiring from compe- 
tition after this year at the ripe old age of 18. 


“I’m going to college next fall,” he said, “and I won't have 
time to practice. I’m just tired of the practice required, so I’m 
giving it up.” 

' Standing near Ray was a tall, balding gent from West Palm 
Beach named Hank Holmes, who has no intention of retiring from 

' competition at 47. Holmes, father of six, insists that he’s just reach- 
ing his peak, and he proved it at Callaway by jumping 82 feet,-a 
personal record. 


A man asked Osborn if he planned to retire from the gruelling 
grind of professional skiing.

“I can’t afford to quit,”’ Osborn replied. “I need the money. 
I'm working my way through The Citadel.”
